If this is done it is believed 
by those well posted in the condition of the 
departinents that fully one-fourth of the 
present employes will be found incompetent.

IN THE SENATE. 


A Motion to Stopthe Coinage of Standard 
Silver Dollars. 

ineton, December 3.—In the senate, 

\ est’s resolution of yesterday, calling for 

an i.vestigation into the leases made by the 

Indian tribes of lands in the Indian territory, 

was taken up. An amendment offered by Mr. 

Conerr was agreed to, including within the 

scope of investigation the leases of lands in 
the li.dian reservation. 

Mr. ’lumb, referring to Mr. Vest’s critr- 
cism, made yesterday upon the course of the 
interior department, said the present secreta- 
ry of the interior was only following the 
precedents set by his predecessor. Much of 
the land held by the Indians, Mr. Plumb 
continued, owas land that they did 
not and would not need, and 
which was fit for agriculture. 
it was becoming a question for congress to 
considcr whether, owing to the rapid ex- 
haustion of the public domain, some of these 
lands should not be obtained for settlement 
Iie hoped the investigation now contemplated 
would result in suggesting a plan which 
would reconcile the needs of the settlers and 
the Indians. The resolution was then agreed 
to. 

Several senators were, at their own request, 
relieved from presept committee assignments. 
A couple of bills of minor importance, coming 
over from the last session were passed. 

Mr. Slater gave notice that on Monday 
next, he would move to take up, and would 
proses to passage, the bill declaring forfeited 
ihe unearned lands granted to aid in the con- 
struction of the Oregon Central railroad. 

The select committees of the senate, in ex- 
istence on July 7th, 1884, were continued, and 
the presiding officer of the senate was given 
power to fill existing vacancies, or such as 
may occur this week. 

A bill was introduced by Mr. McPherson to 
suspend the coinage of the silver dolar. It 
provides that on and after the passage of this 
act the coinage ot the silver dollar shall be 
suspended; that the secretary of the treasury 
be authorized and directed not to re-issue any 
United States notes of denomination less than 
live dollars; and to cancel and destroy all 
United States notes of less denomination 
than five dollars, and to cease engraving 
or printing all such notes. It authorizes the 
secretary of the treasury upon the deposit of 
silver bullion in such sub-treasury as he 
shall designate, to issue to depositors thereof 
Silver certificates, having upon their face the

IN THE HOUSE. 


The Progress ot Keagan’s Interstate Com- 
merce Hill. 

Wasninotox, December 3.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr, Cobb, of Indiana, the senate 
amendment to the house bill forfeiting the un 
earned land grant to the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad company was non-concurred in. 

At 12:30, en motion of Mr. Randolph, of 
Pennsylvania,the house went into committee of 
the whole, Mr. Cox, of New York, in the chair, 
on the bill making temporary provision tor the 
naval service, 

No amendments were offered to the bill,and 
no discussion Was had upon it, Mr. Randal! 
merely making a brief statement to show 
that the total appropriation for the support of 
the navy for the current fiscal year was $15,- 
656,166, a reduction of $258,268 from the ap- 
propriation for the previous year. 

The committee rose, the bill was passed and 
ibe house resumed consideration of the inter- 
state commerce bill. 

Mr. Seymour, of Connecticut, Mr. Long, 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Peters, of Arkan- 
eas, argued the importance of the subject be- 
tore the houses, and supported with certain 
limitations the bilk reported by the commit- 
tee. Mr. Peters cited instances of wrongs per- 
petrated by railroad companies upon the pro- 
ducing classes of the country, by unreasona- 
ble charges for freight transportation, and de- 
elared that remedial legislation on the subject 
wes imperatively demanded. Such remedial 
legislation was contained in the provisions of 
the bill under consideration. He strongly fa- 
vored the commission plan, contending that 
all legislation which was conservative 
in its nature, should be conservative and not 
radical. Atthe conclusion of Mr. Peters’s re- 
marks, the subject matter went over until to- 
morrow. 

On motion of Mr. Morrison, it was ordered 
that when the house adjourned to-morrow, it 
be to meet Monday next. The house then, at 
3:39 p. m., adiourned.

GOSSIP OF CONGRESS. 
The Appointments During the Recess—Con- 
mittee Matters, Etc. 

Vasuineton, December 3.—The president 
to-day sent to the senate the nominations of a 
large number of officials, who were appointed 
during the recess of congress. Among them 
were the secretary of the treasury, McCulloch; 
postmaster general, Hatton; first assistant 
postmatter general, Schuyler Crosby; William 
L.. Scruggs, of Georgia, to be United States 
minister to the Colombian republic; Williard 
I’. Tisdal, of Ohio, agent ot the United States 
to the Congo association; Walter O. Gresham, 
to be circuit judge for the seventh judicial dis- 
trict, a large number of minor consular and 
diplomatic ofucers, 

Senator Mitchell has prepared, and will to- 
morrow introduce a bill, granting a pension 
of $5,000 a year to General Grant for life, be- 
ginhing with the date of his retirement from 
the presidency. 

The first meeting of the ways and means 
committtee this session will be held to-mor- 
row. Itisexpected that the committe will 
then decide whether it it advisable to report a 
tariff bill during the present session of con- 
gress.

IHE ELECTORAL COLLEGES. 


The Votes Show Cleveiand and Hendricks 
to Be Elected. 

Wasuainctox, December 3.—The anneunce- 
ment of the meeting of the presidential elec- 
tors to-day in the various states, are being re- 
ceived. .lnamajority of them action was 
purely formal, but one or two varied the mo- 
poteny somewhat. In NewJersey, after con- 
cluding the regular business,the electors unit- 
ed in recommending Attorney-General Stock- 
tonto President-elect Cleveland as a proper 
representative of New Jersey for a cabinet po- 
sition, in case Governor Clevelond should de- 
termine to select a member of his cabinet from 
that stete. At Raleigh, the ballots used were 
made of silk grown in North Carolina, and 
were made into United: States flags. 

The Arkansas electors unanimously adopted 
4 memorial to the president-elect urging Sen- 
ator Garland for attorney-general. 

The Kanses electors adopted the following: 

Resolved. That we desire to convey to our gal- 
jant standard-bearers, Hon. J. G. Blaine and Gen- 
eral Jobn A. Logan, an expression of our confi- 
dence and estcem that we regard 
Blaine and Logan as private citi- 
zens, aS higher and better representatives of 
American manhood than any official representa- 
tive of the Gemocratic party: we recognize in J. G. 

slaine, the greatest living representative of 

American republicanism, and return earnest 
thanks for their manly and aggressive campaign, 
and forrepublican supremacy: that Kansas, the 
first born child of republicanism, again pledges 
her fidelity to republican principles,and in the fu- 
ture, as in the past, Kansas will march-at the 
head of the republican column, giving more re- 
publican majority in proportion to her population 
than any other state. 

The secretary was inetructed to forward a 
copy of the resolution to J. G. Blaineand John 
A. Logan.

SCENES IN WASHINGTON. 


THE FEDERAL CAPITAL ALIVE 
WITH STATESMEN, 


Cartconing the Members of Congress—The Work 
Ahecec of the Legisiators- The Coming Days 
of Cleveland—Judga Reagau’s Interstate 
Bill—The Education Bill- Etc, 


Wasntxetoxn, December 3.—[Special.]—An 
illustrated paper in Washington cartoons the 
re-assembling of congress. It represents a 
host of statesmen flying to the capitcl, while 
the statue of liberty, which surmounts the 
dome, is saying: “Here they come again, and 
I won’t have a moment’s peace all winter.”’ 
If the bronze beauty of the dome does really 
regret the return of congress she enjoys a mo- 
nopoly of that feeling. Washington is de- 
lighted over it. The hotels have filled up 
their deserted rooms; the streets are no 
longer quiet; the shops have assumed 
a holiday gaicty, and the landlady has ceased 
to be foriorn. All on account of the return of 
about four hundr:d gentlemen who left the 
city in July. 

THE GREAT CROWD TO COME. 

But this little group is the center and the 
attraction fora great and variegated mass of 
humanity. Not until this band and its myriad 
hangers-on arrive can “the season” begin at 
the uation’s capital. Congress assembled on 
Monday to remain in session until the fourth 
of next March. it has about seventy-five 
working days. Yet this brief  ses- 
sion will mark, perhaps, the liveliest 
winter in the history ofa citygmore famous 
for excitement than for picty. Added to the 
repid growth and - nhggeen | extravagance of 
the city itself are other conditions conducive 
toa splendid season. Itisthe ending of an 
old andthe beginning of a new administra- 
tion, an event which invariably attracts a 
great rushtothe capital. It is much more. 
It is a return of a- long beaten 

to the place of power, and it 

but natural that its follow- 

ers should want to witness its triumphal rein- 

statement into office. That a few gentlemen 

will come with motives somewhat more selfish 

does not reflect on them and is a tribute to the 

genius of our popular institutions. Ina mul- 

titude of office seekers enough good men are 

sure to be found to fill all the places big and 
little. 

A POLITICAL SESSION. 

it has been well said that this will be a po- 
litical rather than a legislative session. Little 
regular work is expected of congress. The 
common expression of its members is that 
little will be attempted. Mr. Randall had his 
appropriations committce cutting out the nec- 
essary work Jast week. All its general bills 
will be ready at an early stage of the session 
and can be passed whenever congress chooses. 

When they are out of the way several 
measures that have been clamoring for con- 
sideration for some time will come to the front. 

Judge Reagan is determined to push his inter- 
state commerce bill through the first crevice big 
enough to admit it toa discussion of its merits. 
He grows constantly more aggressive in the 
advocacy of his darling scheme. The opposi- 
tion te itin his own committee has tried his 
patience and annoyed him with the suggestion 
thata hearty backing from the committee 
might accomplish what he regards as the great 
possible reform of the day. 

THE MEXICAN PENSIONS. 

The Mexican pension bill after the doctor- 
ing it received in the senate is back in the 
house, a far diilferent measure from what it 
wes when it left there—tar dilerent too from 
apy bill that can pass-“A considerable strug- 
gle is looked,for when the bill comes up, as it 
certaipnry will before the session ends. 

The MePhersen banking bill is regarded by 
many of the members as of prime importance 
in this timeof financial stringency. Peti- 
tions from all parts of the union were tele- 


graphed to the bouse during the last hours of 


the former session, begging that this bill or 
some similar measure be passed. 

Difference between the house and senate 
last session onthe electoral count bill dis- 
coureges the hope that any action on this 
important question shall be taken in 
the present congress. The existing law 
is admitted by all to be dangerously defective. 
[It was dodged in ’76 by an expedient that will 
never be tolerated again. The change of a 
few hundred votes in the late election or the 
location of the pivotal state elsewhere might 
have de:monstrated the need for some clearer 
statute on this vital question. Congress will 
take up the electoral count question at this 
session, but the odds are heavy that nothing 
more than a few dry constitutional theories 
will result from its discussion. 

THE EDUCATION BILL. 

The bill for the aid of 
education is sure to come up. 
The Blair bill as passed by the senate is 
distasteful to some of the advocates of the idea 
in the house and the difficulty of constructing 
a bill that will become a law is great. 

Of the passage of a bankrupt law at this 
session there is not a ghost of a chance. 

Several more land grants which railroads 
have not earned may be forfeited so far as the 
action of the house can do so, but the corpora- 
tions interested look hopefully to the senate 
for succor by inaction. 

THE TERRITORIES. 
Dakota and Washington territories will 
their usual lobbies at 
to pave _ their way into 
the union, but they will have to wait—prob- 
ably several sessions yet. Just now we have 
‘states enough. 

Whatever may be considered, you may be 
sure of one question that will not come up— 
that is the tariff. Mr. Carlisle has said so. 
Mr. Morrison is silent asthe grave. Frank 
Hurd has come back, looking meek as a lamb, 
and Joe Blackburn will not sound his fog- 
horn on this theme, at least before 
be goes into the senate next 
March. For the present the tariff reformer is 
out of a job. 

Any programme that is adopted will afford 
enough material to make these three months 
wide awake, interesting and important to the 
country. It would bea great event, a very 
unusual one, too, ifcongress simply met and 
aiter counting out the money to meet the next 
year’s expenses, just left the country to work 
outits own salvation under already existing 
laws. At any rate doing nothing is preferable 
to doing wrong. F. H. R. 


PRYING INTO SECRETS.

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THE FORGED BALLOTS. 


The Federal Grand Jury in Chicago E«cam- 
ining the Ballot, 

_ Cxicaco, December 3.—The federal grand 
jury to-day visited the office of the county 
clerk and personally examined the vault from 
which, it is charged, an envelope containing 
ballots cast in the second precinct of the 
eighteenth ward was abstracted and 200 
firged tickets put in place of a like number 
cast at the polls. Judge Blodgett also issued 
en order for the production of the ballots a 
SE cond time before the grand jury, and they 
will be exemined to determine what bearing 
the recent testimony given as to the printing 
of the forged tickets has upon the case. 


The Bogus Tickets Identified. 

CuTéaGo, December 3.—The Daily News will 
say to-morrow,that during the examination of 
the alleged forged ballots by the United States 
grand jury to-day, Fallis, who engraved the 
facsimile of the head of the republican ticket, 
end Wright, of Hanscom <& Co., who 
set up anc printed the body of the tickets, 
were called in- and _ shown _ tickets 
which were supposed to be fraudulent; that 
Fallis identified theShead as that engraved by 
him, by certain accidental slips of the 
engraving tool, and that Wright identified the 
whole ticket as that printed by him 
on the night of November il, or 
seven days after the election.

It has already been 
reported that Wright yesterday testified be- 
fore the grand jury that the bogus ballots 
were delivered on the evening of November 
2ist to J. C. Mackin, secretary of the demo- 
crauic county committee.

-A reporter called at 132 Concord street, 
the office of the new enterprise, and found a 
Mrs. Evell intcharge. In answer to an inqui- 
ry about the interest on money deposited, and 
if the investment would be safe, she said: ‘If 
you deposit $100 to-day, yowcan carry away 
with you $2T of imterest, and if 
you deposit $100 the day  after- 
wards, you get the same interest, 
and so on up to $1,000.

THE WORLD ABROAD. 


THEAGITATION IN THE COUNTIES : 
OF EUROPE. 


A Report Currentiofthe Death of the *'Mahdi— err 
Windtborst> Gains a Notable Victory Over 
Prince Bismarck—The French Situaa- 
tion—Other Foreign Matters, 


Beriiy, December 3.—In the reichstag to- 
day, Bismarck declared that the reintroduc- 
tion of Her? Windtharst’s motion to repeal the 
law empowering the government to expel or 
intern priests for illegally exercising their 
functions, after its recent rejection by the 
bundezrath, was disrespectful to the bundez- 
rath. Moreover, he said, the last two Prus- 
sian ministers of public worship had not ap- 
plied the laws. The attitude taken by the 
party of the center impeded an understanding 
between Germany and Rome, Prussia would not 
consent to repeal the law at 


least not forthe Polish districts. The gov- 
ernment would only accept a prelate for 
archbishop of Posen, who did not sympathize 
with the efforts to sever west Prussia and 
upper Prussia from the Prussian state. Nego- 
tiations between Prussia and the Roman 
curia since 1878 had been practically without 
result, although Prussia had granted various 
concessions. These negotiations were still 
pending. In spite of Bismarck’s opposition, 
Windtbiorst’s motion to repeal the. law in 
question was parsed by a Vote of 217 to 93. 

In the course of the debate to-day in the 
reichstag. Dr. Windthorst having replied to the 
specch of Prince Bismarck, the chancellor 
cor tinued his remarks against Dr. Windthorst’s 
motion to repeal the law expelling priests, 
etc. Bismarck declares that the treedom of 
the church was nowhere challenged, and 
that Prussia’s rejection of the papal candidates 
for the bishopric of Posen was.simply an ex- 
ercise of her sovereign rights, and was in ac- 
cordance with treaties. Bismarck said that 
he was rejoiced to hear Windthorst state that 
he was opposed to a parliamentary govern- 
ment. he ministry, said, is composed of 
conservatives, new liberals and socialists, and 
it would surpass even Gladstone’s, in audacity. 
He predicted the breaking up of the center 

arty when the culturkampf terminated, and 
its members would either join the progressive 
party or disappear. Bismarck continued by 
saying that he was less concerned about the 
struggle between the church and state than 
Windthorst supposed. The law, hecontinued, 
was a protection against political agitation, 
and not against religious liberty. 

The adoption of Dr. Windthorst’s motion to 
repeal the law empowering the government 
to expel priests, by the reichstag, implies the 
complete failure of the negotiations which 
have been progressing upon that subject 
between Russia and the vatican. 


Herbert Mismarck’s Grit. 

Paris, December 3.—The Morning News 
reports that Count Herbert Bismarck recent- 
ly challenged Herr Eugene Richter, on the 
ground that the latter insulted the chancellor 
in a speech in the reichstag. Herr Richter 
refused to accept the challange. He declared 
that-he would aot fighta duel with Prince 
Bismarck, even concerning the matter which 
occurred in parliament, and if not with him, 
then much less with his son. 


The French Crises. 

Paris, December }.—The leaders of the ma- 
jority in parliament have been in consultation 
to-day with the committee ofthe chamber of 
deputies, which bas charge of the senatorial 
reform bill. The republican union have also 
taken part in the conference, and it is expect- 
ed that an understanding will be reached.

Atthe urgent request of President 
Grevy, the other members of the ministry, as 
well as M. Waldeck Rosseau, minister of the 
interior, abandoned their intentions of resign- 
ing their portfolios. 


The Chinese Determined to Fight. 

Lonpoxn, December 3.—A dispatch from 
Hong Kong tothe Times says: lt is believed 
here that China is determined to resist France 
tothe end. She will insist on her suzraiaty 
over Annam, and on her right to maintain 
Chinese garrison at strategic points in that 
couutry. She will insist also that the French 
legation at Annaim shall be placed on the 
same footing asthe legations of other coug- 
tries.

The Arrangemevts fer a Comprehensive 
Display at the World’s 

Cotumbta, 8, C., December 3.—[Special.]J— 
It is a safe prediction that no other southern 
state will make # more varied, comprehensive 
and brilliant display of its agricultural, mia- 
erlogical, horticultural, floral, botanical, 
piscatorial, mechanical and industrial re- 


sources at the approaching New Orleans expo- 
sition than will South Carolina, The state 
exhibit, sent nearly a week ago, has reached 
its destination, and workmen are now busily 
employed in unpacking the articles and 
placing them in proper position. A _ skillfal 
artist of Columbia, fr. A. Hamiter, has been 
deputed by the South Carolina commissioners 
to superintend the arranging of the exhibit. 
When all the articles shall have been arranged 
for public —— Mr. Hamiter feels confi- 
dent the display made by the palmetto state 
will not suffer by comparison with that of any 
sister state, 

The exhibit consists of agricultural speci- 
mens, minerals, phosphates, fishes, birds, in- 
sects, snimals, fruits, flowers, herbs, manu- 
factured goods, naval stores, mineral waters, 
seed, grasses, vegetables, woods, ores, and 
countless smaller articles. 

The agricultural specimens consist of bales 
of cotton, cotton stalks, lint and seed cotton, 
sea island cotton, threshed and sheafed grain, 
wheat, oats, rye, barley, rice, grasses, roots, 
bales of hay and fodder. There is also .in- 
cluded in this department a large and valua-~ 
ble collection of native grasses arranged in 
sheaves and labeled with their botanical and 
common names. 

The wood collection is the largest ever gotten 
together from any state. Nearly every va- 
riety is represented. There are in all about 
425 specimens. 

The minerals include gold, silver, tin, lead 
and copper ores from mines in operation in 
various sections of the state. The phosphate 
exhibit, Indian relics, etc., are po eae. in 
this department. 

A great variety of the choicist fruits are 
collected. 

The fish exhibit will excite much attention. 
It is a superb display of some 230 specimens, 
nearly all of which possess commercial value. 

The specimens of birds, animals are lent by 
the Charleston museum. They will adequate- 
ly illustrate the natural history of the state. 
The manufactured goods are mainly from 
the cotton mills, but this exhibit also includes 
an excellent assortment of articles from the 
Bath paper mills, and also many kinds of 
naval supplies which are furnished by the 
state. Various specimens of the handiwork of 
Columbia and Charleston artisans find a place 
in this section. 

The threshed grain will be shown in in- 
verted glass show jars, properly set in stands 
made for the purpose, and the sheaves wil! be 
artistically displayed. The cotton stalks wil 
be worked in such a way as to beautify the 
general exhibit. 

The Charleston chamber of commerce is ar- 
ranging to make a special display—a repre- 
sentative cotton exhibit and rice exhibit, and 
a committee has charge of the naval stores 
which are in the exhibit. 

The display of phosphates will prove highly 

attractive. It is amnovel exhibition. It con- 
tains over three tons of specimens, besides one 
of the most complete collection of fossils in the 
United States. Fcrniae will be built of the 
emaller specimens, and those that are most 
rare and valuable will be shown in handsome 
glass cases. Immense glass vases of unique 
design will be filled with crude and ground 
rock, from river and land, and smaller vases 
will contain samples of commercial fertilizers 
made from the rock and the ingredients used 
in their making. It will be useless for any 
other state to compete with South Carolina in 
this department. Inorder to make this dis- 
pley large and attractive the Charleston Fer- 
tilizer Miner’s exchange contributed $500 and 
the fertilizer manufacturing companies $500 
each to swell the fund and help detray the ex- 
pepses. 
& Besides the ores,building stones,etc..the min- 
eral department contains bars of bullion, gold 
dust, rich nuggets and the like, from mines in 
operation in this state. Dr. L. E. Babcock, of 
Chester, lends the state two large cases of 
Indian relics from his collection, admitted by 
competent judges to be the finest collection in 
the f nited States, perbaps in the world. 

The woods have been dressed in the best 
and most attractive manner by Mr. Gramling, 
superintendent of the South Carolina railroad 
car shops, and this exhibit will probably not 
be excelled at the exposition. 

There will be about eighty specimens of the 
larger variety of food fishes in plaster and 
about 150 in aleohol. Dr. G. E. Manigault, 
curator of the Charleston museum, carries the | 
best specimens of animals, birds, etc., from 
that institution. All of these and the fish 
will be exhibited under magnificent glass 
cases, built expressly for this purpose by Dr. 
Manigault. 

The manufactured goods will be displayed 
in handsome glass cases. There will be some 
600 jars of fine fruit in aleohol—apples, peach- 
es, pears, grapes, etc. They are put up in 
elegant museum jars. Also,a large (uantity 
of crystalized fruits, jams, jellies, etc. 

The above description is but on imperfect 
one of South Carolina’s contribution to the 
world’s fair. Itissafetosay that the state 
will never baye cause to regret appropriating 
$10,000 for the purpose of making a complete 
exhibit of her resources. A movement is on 
foot to arrange a grand excursion from Colum- 
bia to New Orleans about Christmas week. 
Commissioner-Genera! Burke has invited the 
South Carolina legislature to visit the exposi- 
tionin a body. The matter isto be brought 
before the general assem) ly in a few days. It 
is altogether likely that the invitation will be 
accepted.

While the question of pure drinking water 
is nota pressing one now, there is danger 
thet it may become so before very long. 
Many of our citizens, with a commendabie 
knack of investigation, have already discov- 
ered that their wells are tainted with organic 
natter. This trouble can be overcome to 
somu extent by improvements in the system 
of drainage and sewerage; at any ra‘e, it will 
bave to be oyercome insome way. If the 
prest nt artesian well is a success, as we have 
hopes that it will be, others will be bored, 
but there will still exist a pressiug necessity 
for theimprovement of o@r sewer and draia- 
age system. 

Physicians and others, whose yiews are en- 
titled to consideration, ascribe the epidemic 
now raging in portions of Kentucky and 
Virginia, to the-lack of pure drinking water, 
and thereis no doubt that to the lack of pure 
drinking water may be traced most of the 
diseases which ailiict humanity. It is cer- 
tainly not going too far to say that impure 
water is an active agent in the spread of such 
diseases as cholera and typhoid fever, and to 
the propagation of such germs of disease as 
have their nidusin the stomach or intes- 
tines. The city of Paris has recently suffered 
from epidemics of both cholera and typhoid 
feyer, and the cause has been traced directly 
to the use of the iupure water of the Seine 
for drinking purposes.

F RANCHISE REFORM IN ENGLAND, 

Mr. Gladstone very naturally determine} 
tbat he would not present. a franchise bill 
and a redistribution bill together, for the 
plain political reason that commoners who 
were allected by a redistribution of -seats 
would not be apt to act with.an eye single to 
the public good. The tories said the two bills 
should be considered together. This dead- 
lock was broken after the passage of the fran- 
chise billin the house. It wasthea agreed 
between the government and the tories that 
the distribution bill should first become the 
subject of mutual consideration, and that it 
should then be pushed through the house of 
consmons, while the franchise bill was ad- 
vanced in the houseof lords. Both bills have 
been read twice in the respective bqdies, but 
it ig thought that neither will get. much far- 
ther before the Christmas recess. The pas- 
sage of both is.assured. 

The redistribution bill now before the 
house of commons isthe result of negotia- 
tions between the leaders of the two parties, 
and like compromises in general does not 
wholly suit any class of opinion. . The party 
that stantis behind Mr, Gladstone consists of 
an aristocratic land-holding whig eiement, 
and of the liberals proper led by Mr. Cham- 
ber lan and Sir Charies Dilke. The whigs are 
well-satisfied with the bill, but the radicals 
do not like it, because it puts aside a fine Op- 
portunity to cripple, if not extinguish, the 
veto power of the house oflords. They 
thought they had the house of lords thor- 
oughly cowed before the popular storm they 
had created, and they were anticipating a 
grand historic victory, when the cautious 
old premier, who was very brave and out- 
spoken while such a course served his pur- 
pose, came forward with a compromisa, by 
the terms of which the tories are to accept 
the franchise bill, and the liberals are to be 
content with a moderate gerry mander. 

The truth is, all the real advantage of the 
red‘stribution bill will accrue to the liberals. 
Seventeen years ago the tories, then in power, 
gerrymandered the kingdom in the most 
shameless manner. They rode roughshod 
over the representative rights of people in 
the cities, and large liberal districts were 
bunched together. The tory town of Portar- 
lington with 140 voters was made politiealty 
eqral to Perthshire with 6,000 voters; tory 
Bandon with 400 votes to North |

What the rotten 
boroughs lose the cities gain. London is to 
have 37, Liverpool 6, Glasgow 4, Birmingham 
i and Manchester 3 additional members. 
Yopulous Yorkshire is to have 16, and manu- 
facturing Lancashire 15 additional members. 
The country, where the tories are the 
stropger, loses members while the cities and 
manufacturing districts, where the liberals 
are in the ascendancy, gain members, The 
bill may not include all that the liberals by 
right of their voting strength think 
should be conceded, but it  cer- 
tainly includes enough changes to make 
it very diflicult to filljthe house of commons 
in ordinary times with a tory majority. 

Bitter as the radicals feel towards Mr. Glad- 
stone—assailing him as they now do with as 
much keenness as thecommon enemy did a 
few weeks ago, yet it is not to be doubted 
that Mr. Gladstone has won in the compro- 
mise a great and enduring victory. He has 
secured first of all the enfranchisement of two 
millions farm laborers, thus bringing Eng 
land fully up to household suffrage, which 
is only one step from the manhood suifrage 
of America. He could well afford to make 
this the crowning act of a long and noble po- 
litical career, but he goes further and at one 
stroke secures the abolition of all rotten bor- 
oughs, and strikes down many of the repre- 
sentative advantages that the landed classes 
had long used against the great mass of the 
people. The two great bills now pending are 
in the fullest sense history bills; but even 
when they become Jaws and are given full 
effect, the struggle will still go on against an- 
cient privilege and class rule, for the radical 
lion, after he recovers from preseat disap- 
pointment, will not rest until all power is 
his, the house of lords sent to grass, and the 
country a practical republic at least.

The author of the article referred to concludes that 
in the light of science the present legal treatment 
of inebriety ig little less than barbarism. In- 
ebriety may be no excuse for crime in a legal 
sense, but it is still less an excuse for punishment 
which destroys the Victim, or makes him more 
helpless and hopeless. Inebriety must be regarded 
as a disease and as a condition of legal irresponsi- 
bility toa certain extent dependug on the circum- 
stances of each individual case. Fer acts com- 
mitted in the trance state the person 
is physiologically and legally irresponsible. All 
ubU:Ual acts or crimes committed by inebriates 
should be investigated by competent physicians 
before the legal responsibility can be determined. 
Of course the community is bound to proteet it- 
self against this class of persons, but this can be 
done by treating inebriates as insane and locking 
them up unti: a cure has been effected.

As he uttered these words Harry Edwards fell 
to the floorin his father’s house, No. 233 West 
Forty-third street, about 11 o’clock a. m. yester- 
day.

“What haveI done? O, God, forgive me!” and, 
dashing the pistol to the floor, he threw himself 
on the apparrent lifeless body of his son and kiss- 
ed the ugly wound ov-r the right eye, from whic 
the blood surged in a steady stream, turning his 
gray beard crimson. is 

‘Speak to me, Harry,:’ he cried. ‘Say you will 
forgive your poor old father, Who would not hurt 
a hair of your darling head.” ; 

Receiving no answer the old man sprang to his 


feet and glared fiercely at another son, who stood * 


in the center of the room with a carving-knile 
poised threateningly in his hand.

Mr. Edwards gave an account of the occurrence 
to a Journal reporter laterin the day. He is the 
father of four sons, three of whom are young men 
of excellent character. Chariey, the fourth one, 
is the *‘black sheep’’ of the family according to 
the father’s stat« ments. 

‘‘From his boykeod,’’ said Mr. Edwards, sadly, 
‘‘he has been a scapegrace. In157i he broke into 
my house on Forty-third street and robbed me of 
a largesum of money. He was arrested and sent 
to state’s prison tor two years.’’ 

To escape the disgrace of this Mr. Edwards re 
moved to Newark. When Chariey was released he 
aitempted to take his father’s life. 

Having become wealthy Mr Edwards re 
to the house on fortr-third street. 

“Since then,’’ said Mr. Edwards, ‘I have con- 
stantly supplied Charley with money, although he 
bas repeatedly attempted to take my life. God 
knows I loved the boy dearly and did all I could 
to redeem him.
